Nobody In 
the world could posslbjy btHevs he means 
anytijlnjg by It,, except to try to pdSftfon 
bimseli better bcforo world opinion. 

Khrushchev so dlscrGdltcd himself at 
Paris and Geneva that. the first response 
to any move from him loilay ,1s: "What's 
Jn ft lor him?" In other words, he Isn't 
likely to gain the improved "peace posturo" 
he seeks. 

Matters have in fact' reached tho stage 
where every single sentence Khrushchev 
and his colleagues utter on peace and dis- 
armament has a hollow sounil. They might 
as well spcalc them In an echo cbamber 
deep within the Kremlin wnils. 

_ What It comes down to \s that Khrush- 
ch"ev"has lost hls"World auaittice."Ho"waik- 

-ed-out~on- lt-lQ6t-*lay,-aii(l he-can -hardly 
expect It to gather again at the snap of bis 
fingers.

WHAT CAN ONE DO? 
Among the great preachers and outstand- 
ing Christian leaders of this century Is the 
I.tev. Raymond Calklna, now healthily re- 
tired In his nineties, after a long pastonte 
in Cambridge, Mass. Dr. ColUns has recently 
answered a question that must be upper- 
most In minds of Individuals laced with b 
sense of frustration and even Impotence In 
a World of tensely chonglnB events and con- 
ditions, and Incredibly powcrlul forces. Lost 
in tjie tension and immensity what can the 
Individual do? 

.Dr. Calkins' answer is that man must be 
himself; that It Is a fallacy that the Indi- 
vidual can do nothing to alter tho course of 
events; jind that a good society can be pro- 
duced only by good Individuals. 
— The point Is that tho great opportunity 
lies before each of us of being one of those 
individuals. 

As an incident of extremes meeting and 
of how much good men may have in com- 
mon in spite of deep dittcrances, it is In- 
teresting to see the Christian Calkins quot- 
ing the agnostic Bertrand Russell to the ef- 
(fect that: 

"Ntiver before has the independent 
' thought and consdente of every human be- 
ing been so necessary and Important as it 
is today." 

So, though the. Christian may emphadze 
, the rewards, of the good life, it Is good to 
know that here and now. even in this' tense 
wo rld, we can, as TDr.^alUns aays: 
"Bet oursel™ against 'despfUr arid 'f^ 
^. Ism, agolhst Intolercnce, pugnacity, hatred, 
and all uncharltablencss, and thus, together 
with a multltuilc doing the same thing, raise 
this world to better things," ' 

Dr. Calkins enforces hU words with a quo- 
tation from Pascal: 

"Tho serene and sUent beauty of a holy 
life is the most powerful fnnuonce In the 
world, next to the power of God."
